THE  COMPANIES  BRANCH -AMD  GENERAL  OFFICE 


As  a  result  of  the  continued  reconversion  to  peacetime 
economy  and  the  discovery  of  oil  in  the  district  north-west  of  Ledue,  the 
rate  of  incorporation  of  Alberta  corn;:  mies  was  maintained  at  a  level  ver  r 
appreciably  in  excess  of  the  average  for  years  prior  to  1946*  The  leduc 
discovery  and  an  aggressive  policy  of  checking  on  foreign  companies 
carrying  on  business  in  Alberta  resulted  in  an  appreciable  increase  in 
extra-provincial  company  registrations.  Incorporations  and  registrations 
for  the  past  three  years  were  as  follows  2

There  are  more  companies  qualified  to  do  business  in 
Alberta  than  ever  before  and  as  a  result  there  has  been  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  received  from  companies  for 
supplementary  certificates  respecting  reorganisation  of  capital, 
alteration  of  objects  and  articles;,  etc.,  etc.

During  the  calendar  year  1947,  20 7  persons  were  granted 
a  change  of  name  under  The  Change  of  Marne  Act  as  compared  with  213  'the 
previous  year*  1,473  Claims  of  Lien  under  The  Garagemen8s  Lien  A.ct  were 
filed  _n  1947  as  compared  with  1,261  the  previous  year. 
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THE  MOTOR  VEHICLE  FhhlCh 

Registrations  again  show  a  narked  increase  in  Automobiles 
operating  this  fiscal  year.  This  is  further  exemplified  during  the 
c- lender  year  for  the  nine  months  period  April  1st  to  December  31sts  1947, 
being  part  of  the  fiscal  year  1947-1948,  when  registrations  reached  an  all 
high  total  of  102,520  or  7,462  over  that  of  the  fiscal  year  1946-1947. 
Registration  of  Motorcycles,  Dealers  and  recording  of  Transfers  also  show 
a  marked  increase  for  this  period  being  729j  571  and  2,300  respectively 
over  that  of  the  fiscal  year* 

Motor  Vehicle  accidents  have  increased  appreciably.  Thi3 
may  be  said  to  be  partly  due  to  the  large  increase  of  Automobiles  on  the 
road  and  I  presume  '.hat  this  condition  will  naturally  prevail  with  in- 
cre:1.ed  registrations  in  the  future. 

With  regard  to  convictions  for  infractions  of  The  Vehicle 
nd  Highway  Traffic  Act  and  the  Criminal  Code  the  Cities  of  Calgary, 
Edmonton,  Lethbridge  and  Medicine  Hat  exceed  that  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Province.  This  may  be  said  to  be  partly  due  to  the  greater  number  of 
automobiles  operating  in  smaller  areas  hence  a  greater  chance  of  accident. 
An  example  of  this  _s  evidenced  by  the  City  of  Calgary  where  convictions 
greatly  exceed  that  of  the  City  of  Edmonton.

The  Motor  Vehicle  branch  has  this  year  mailed  two  pamphlets 
to  all  car  owners.  One  pamphlet  being  a  synopsis  of  The  Automobile  accident 
indemnity  Act  and  the  other  dealing  with  safe  driving,  nailed  on  behalf  of 
the  Edmonton  Safety  Council.  In  addition  the  branch  distributed  a  pamphlet 
on  behalf  of  the  Alberta  Motor  Association  also  dealing  with  safe  driving. 
This  pamphlet  was  distributed  by  Departmental  offices  at  Edmonton,  Calgary, 
Lethbridge  and  Medicine  Hat  and  issuers  at  country  points 0 

The  Automobile  Accident  Indemnity  Act  which  came  into  force 
April  1st,  1947  has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  Branch,  also  that  of 
the  Insurance  Branch.  The  Motor  Vehicle  Branch  is  responsible  for  the 
collection  of  the  individual  fee  and  the  suspending  of  the  license  of  the 
Driver  whilst  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  responsible  for  the  general 
administration  of  The  Unsatisfied  Judgment  Fund.  In  connect_on  with  the 
distribution  of  a  synopsis  of  the  Act  to  all  Motor  Vehicle  drivers,  mentioned 
an  a  preceding  paragraph,  it  was  felt  that  the  general  motoring  public  should 
be  made  as  familiar  as  pc  _  sible  id.th  the  xrorkings  of  the  Act,  hence  the 
synopsis  'was  prepared  by  the  Department  and  issued  accordingly,.  It  is 
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considered  that  the  placing  of  this  synopsis  in  tho  hands  of  the  motoring 
public  has  had  good  effect  and  that  the  information  contained  therein  has 
considerably  lessened  correspondence  which  would  otherwise  have  been  found 
to  be  necessary*

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T.  :  FIRE  PREVENTION  ACT 

An  inci’ease  in  fire  prevention  activities  is  essential  in 
view  of  rapidly  increasing  fire  losses,  and  while  the  actual  fire  loss  for 
the  year  1947  is  not  available  no v.-— tabulation  not  being  completed;,  the  loss 
is  quite  evident  _n  excess  of  that  in  the  previous  year.  This  however  is 
not  peculiar  only  to  Alberta  out  is  a  condition  existing  in  the  majority 
of  the  Provinces  as  well  as  in  the  United  States,  The  appropriatio.*  xoi 
fire  prevention  work  in  the  Province  was  increased  during  the  year  and 
additional  staff  employed*  Two  additional  Inspectors  were  taken  on — one 
in  the  person  of  Go  We  /-lien ,  Inspector  (late  of  the  R*0.hoP*)  and  M*  U, 

Bedard  (for  10  years  with  the  City  of  Edmonton  Fire  Department):/  Mr*  Allen 
is  being  employed  on  regular  fare  investigation  ano.  inspection,  and  Mr, 

Bedard  is  operating  a  mobile  fire  unit  uo  assise  Gowns  and  villager  in 
fire  fighting  and  organization  and  maintenance  of  voluntary  fire  brigades, 

A  much  larger  number  of  inspections  with  consequently 
greater  removal  of  fire  hazards  was  undertaken  in  1947  as  compared  with  any 
other  year.  One  hundro-  an-  eighty-five  towns  and  villages  were  visited 
and  inspected;  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  written  Orders  'co  remedy  fire 
hazards  were  issued  and  four  hundred  and  eighteen  verbal  orders  given,, 
followed  up  by  written  recommendations.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  special 
inspections  were  carried  out  involving  hospitals,  schools,  hotels,  public 
institutions,  and  inspection  -nd  fire  drill  of  fire  departments,  Sixty- 
eight  investigations  of  fire  losses  of  picious  origin  were  conducted  by 
Inspectors  of  the  Department  and  three  convictions  obtained— one  involving 
a  prison  term  ...id  two  committed  to  mental  institutions*  Seventeen  losses 
were  suspected  to  be  of  incendiary  origin*  One  Court  of  Inquiry  was  held 
in  Calgary  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  under  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention 
Act,  involving  a  fire  loss  in  that  City*  Two  investigations  were  undertaken 
under  The  Lightning  Rod  Act  and  two  convictions  secured. 
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Notable  among  the  activities  of  the  Fire  Commissioner 
during  the  year  was  the  removal  of  twenty-seven  houses  in  close  proximity 
to  the  British  American  Oil  Refinery  in  East  Calgary*  This  involved  the 
expenditure  of  some  $50,000*00  contributed  by  the  British  American  Oil 
Company  Limited,  City  of  Calgary  and  the  Government,,  Following  a  complaint 
by  residents  living  in  close  prc:dndty  to  the  oil  tanks  of  the  British 
American  Cal  Refinery  a  public  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Fire  Commissioner 
as  a  result  of  a  fire  and  explosion  on  April  21st  and  22nda  This  culminated 
activities  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  over  a  period  of  approximately  two 
years,  worljing  in  conjunction  with  head  officials  ox  the  British  American 
Oil  Company  Limited  and  the  City  of  Calgary*  The  Fire  Commissioner  is 
novj-  involved  in  enquiries  into  infiltration  c±  oil  in  Easu  Calgary  -s  a 
result  of  complaints  t  him  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Calgary 
and  certain  residents  and  manufacturers  in  East  Calgary* 

Fire  Prevention  Tax  collected  under  The  Fire  Prevention 
;.ct  during  the  year  totalled  $14,m®68  Being  a  decrease  of  §147 oSS  over 
the  revenue  collected  in  a  like  peinod  in  x94&o 

T/-  .‘LBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

Activities  increased  considerably  under  this  Statute  during 
1947  and  notable  among  the  events  was  the  holding  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Association  of  Provincial  Superintendents  of  Insurance 
at  Jasper,  Alberta,  September  Sth  to  12th*  Every  Province  was  represented 
by  its  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  with  the  exception  of  one  Province 
its  Legislative  Counsel*  Approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  insurance  fraternity  registered  at  Convention  meetings*  The 
Government  was  represented  both  by  the  Premier  and  the  Provincial  Secretary* 
During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  in'  ligations 
and  enquiries  were  undertaken  in  the  matter  of  alleged  unsatisfied  settle¬ 
ment  of  claims  by  companies  and  respecting  alleged  infractions  oi  the  Act,. 

roade  in  some  cases  by  the  companies 


the  former  instance  adjustments  were 
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on  the  recommendation  of  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance, 
but  in  most  cases  investigations  disclosed  a  misunderstanding  of  policy  con- 
tr_ets  by  the  assured  or  of  the  circumstances  under  v.hich  liability  was  to 
accrue,.  In  every  case  the  circumstances  were  fully  explained  to  the  com¬ 
plainant,  In  the  latter  instance  prosecution  was  instituted  where  this  was 
found  necessary  and  fourteen  convictions  for  violation  of  The  Alberta 
Insurance  Act  were  obtained.  These  were  as  follows:

Considerable  activity  was  undertaken  in  respect  to  unlicensed 
insurance  and  the  larger  fines  imposed  above  were  those  respecting  agents 
solicit!®  for  unlicensed  companies.

Great  care  has  be'en  taken  in  the  licensing  of  agents  in  viexf 
of  the  new  agency  licensing  regulations  put  into  effect  in  19' 6  and  nineteen 
Advisory  Board  meetings  were  held  during  the  period  under  review.  Eighty- 
two  applications  for  license  were  reviewed  by  the  Board— eighty  of  these 
beir.g  declined  and  two  approved.  Eighteen  applications  were  withdrawn  by 
the  applicant  before  being  put  before  a  board,  while  seven  appealed  and  we re 
granted  a  re-board — five  of  which  were  finally  passed  but  two  again  declined,. 
The  revenue  of  the  branch  increased  during  the  year  from

This  Statute  p:  ;sed  at  the  last  Session  of  the  legislature

THE  AUTOMOBILE  ACCIDENT  IHjhttlTY  AC? 

This  Statute,  assented  to  at  the  last  Session  of  the 
Legislature,  has  been  in  force  during  the  intervening  period*  From  April 
1st  to  December  31st,  1947,  1,645  reports  of  accidents  were  considered  by 
the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  the  Motor  Vehicle  Branch* 
Two  cars  are  not  always  involved  in  each  accident,  and  while  investigation 
in  a  number  of  cases  is  still  pending,  in  the  cases  already  dealt  with 
1,246  cars  have  been  found  to  carry  insurance  and  9S9  ‘  '.thout*  Cn  the 
investigations  to  date  363  drivers'  licenses  have  bee:,  returned  to  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Branch  and  74  of  them  released  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Insurance,  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  and  City  Police  have  prosecu.od 
22  drivers  found  to  re  driving  when  not  licensed  whilst  301  car  owners 
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supplied  proof  of  financial  responsibility  during  the  year  by  way  of 
insurance®  Others  of  course,  whose  cases  are  pending  will  also  be  required 
to  provide  proof  of  financial  responsibility* 

Fifteen  deposits  were  made  by  car  owners  under  the  Act 
totalling  '-jj.j 782*25  covering  damage  to  property  and  had  their  license 
released— two  of  which  were  paid  out  of  the  deposits  covering  claims 
during  the  year  totallingfesSoOOo  In  addition,  three  claims  were  paid 
during  the  year  from  the  Unsatisfied  Judgment  Fund  as  hospital  indemnity

Some  discrepancies  were  found  in  the  Act  during  the  year 
and  recommendations . have  already  gone  forward  for  amendments „  Generally 
speaking  however,  administration  of  the  Statute  during  the  period  under 
review  was  found  quite  satisfactory  although  now  involving  considerable 
routine  which  it  is  expected  v._ll  considerably  increase  in  the  course  of

Screening  of  all  classes  of  standard-  size  (35 mm)  film  during 
the  year  1947  shows  an  increase  of  135  compared  with  1946,  the  total  for 
1947  being  2,130o  Screening  and  stamping  of  substandard  .  (lomm)  film  has 
shown  a  phenominal  increase  during  1947  due  almost  entirely  to  the  legislation 
that  all  films,  commercial  or  non-commercial,  be  submitted  for  viewing  and 
stamping.  Of  the  total  4,899  only  247  were  classified  as  eo  ranercial  and 
censorship  fees  collected. 

Four  (35mm)  films  were  rejected  completely  in  others 
117  eliminations'  were  made.  The  four  rejected  portrayed  brutality,  sadism 
and  viciousness  in  the  extreme.  Eliminations  generally  flouted  the  principles 
of  morality  and  the  boundaries  of  good  casts. 

During  the  year  two  moviola  film  editing  machines  (one  for 
35  mm  and  one  for  lomm)  were  ordered.  The  35mm  machine  to  be  delivered 
during  the  1947  fiscal  year  and  the  I 6am  machine  later.  The  installation 
of  these  machines  will  considerably  speed  up  editing  and  enable  more  precise 
cutting.

FILM  COMgSSIONFPLS  "RANCH 

The  Film  ComaissionerII3  Branch  vias  formed  in  February  of 
1947  follov.dng  the  decision  of  the  Government  to  set  up  a  central  film 
library  for  the  distribution  and  maintenance  of  all  Government  films® 

Previous  to  the  commencement  of  any  actual  organisation 
the  Film  Commissioner  made  a  personal  survey  of  the  work  being  done  by  the 
corresponding  office  in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan.  During  this  visit  he 
also  took  advantage  of  an  offer  made  by  General  Films  Limited  of  Kegina 
which  gave  him  a  short  course  in  film  booking,  distribution  and  maintenance, 
as  well  as  equipment  maintenance,,  Following  this,,  a  survey  of  the  work 
being  done  in  other  Provinces  was  made* 

During  the  month  of  July  the  Commissioner  made  a  journey 
to  Eastern  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  officials  of  the  National  Film 
Board  and  other  producers  interested  in  Alberta  as  a  possible  source  of 
material®  V.  il  there'  preliminary  arrangements  were  made  for  the  production 
of  a  film  on  Alberta® 

In  .August  and  September  this  branch,  along  with  other 
members  of  the  Provincial  Secretary*^  Department  and  the  Department  of 
Economic  Affairs.,  assisted  members  of  the  National  Film  Board  on  the 
beginning  of  this  production.  A  few  days  were  spent  in  Turner  Valley  and 
Peace  River  on  locations  for  the  industrial  and  education  sequences  of 
the  film®  Some  valuable  information  was  obtained  for  future  use  in  the 
production  of  our  own  films®  Due  to  unfavourable  weather  conditions, 
further  shooting  had  to  be  cancelled  until  spring  when  it  is  expected  the 
production  will  continue. 

A  beginning  was  also  made  in  the  encouragement  of  community 
film  services®  Many  points  across  Canada  were  dropped  from  the  itineraries 
of  the  National  Film  Board  representatives  lie  to  a  reduction  in  the  budget 
of  that  organization  The  branch  has  made  efforts  to  take  up  these  places 
by  encouraging  the  purchase  of  suitable  equipment  and  providing  a  source  of 
films® 


Due  to  the  fact  chat  no  recreation  facilities  were 


a'.  ..ilable  to  the  workers  at  Bitumount,  site  of  the  Oil  Sands  x^lant,  the 
workers  were  very  discontented »  A  projector,  purchased  by  the  Department 
of  Econoraic  Affairs,  was  placed  on  loan  to  responsible  Government  officials 
chere  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  supply  of  one  entertainment  film 


program  per  week0 


Although  no  additional  space  --as  yet  been  made  available 
some  attention  has  been  given  to  the  care  and  maintenance  of  equipment 
and  to  furthering  the  film  program  of  the  Government, 

Co-operation  between  the  branch  and  other  agencies,  such 
as  the  National  Film  Board  and  the  Extension  Department  of  the  University 
of  Alberta,  is  very  satisfactory*  We  are  assured  that  films  of  interest 
to  Albertans  will  be  available  at  all  times  in  the  fact  that  these  films 
are  placed  on  loan  to  the  Government  by  the  National  Film  Board,, 

With  the  advantage  of  new  premises  it  is  expected  that 
this  work  will  take  on  added  importance  to  the  many  Government  departments 
and  other  agencies  as  well  as  the  people  of  the  Province  in  generals
